Report to the Shareholders 


The accompanying Financial Statements show 


clearly the favourable results of the company’s 
activities during 1974. Several factors contributed 

to this result: a high domestic demand for all prod- 
ucts throughout the year, improved selling prices, 

and a continuing demand for our products outside of 
Canada. On the other hand, material shortages, 
skilled labour scarcity, and rapidly escalating costs 
for all goods and services necessitated changes in the 
priorities of your management group. 

Referring to the Consolidated Statement of 
Earnings, net sales increased by 22%4%, earnings be- 
fore taxes by 34%% and net earnings, including an 
extraordinary item, by 56%. 

All divisions of the company shared in this improved 
performance. The construction trades division 
exceeded, significantly, its sales objective and the 
power apparatus products group reached a new high 
in goals as anticipated. The United Kingdom subsidiary 
reached new records in both volume and profitability. 


The company’s level of unfilled orders at the close 


of the year was substantially above the previous year 
and the inflow of orders in the beginning of the 1975 
year continues satisfactory and encouraging. 

As stated in last year’s report, electricity appears to 
be the preferred form of energy for both residential 
and industrial use and is in demand in ever increasing 
amounts for such important purposes as transporta- 
tion. While financial and ecological concerns may 
have affected electric power developments in some 
areas of the world, such has not been the case in 
Canada, and our outlook for these company prod- 
ucts continues strong. Utility soending across 
Canada indicates a growth for the next decade at a 
higher rate than the previous ten years. 

The sale of the Australian subsidiary has now been 
completed and the new owners have taken a license 
for the continuing sale of your company’s products 
in that market. 

The new Regina plant will be officially opened in 
June but limited production began in April. Three 


separate extensions are nearing completion at the

Winnipeg plant providing more space for steel 
fabrication, coil winding and final assembly and 
testing. A significant extension to the Granby 
distribution products plant is underway for completion 
in early Autumn 1975. 

During 1974 your company supplied substantial 

amounts of apparatus and distribution products to 
many overseas areas including an Ecuador utility. 
The satisfactory results of these contracts may well 
lead to increasing activity in this rapidly expanding 
market where there is still abundant hydro electric 
potential. 

Although some utility companies have ceased 
promotion of energy consumption, the electric heating 
business continues to grow rapidly, and in response 
to this demand your company has installed new auto- 
matic production machinery providing a manufacturing 
capacity approximately double that of former years. 
This product line enhances the sale of other distri- 
bution products and has become an important part 


of our overall business. 


All plants in the apparatus division are fully 
occupied for at least the coming year and In some 
cases for 1976 as well. The lack of supply of some 
components made orderly production more 
difficult during a part of 1974 but materials, generally, 
are now in better supply. 

Under the conditions described and the success 
attained, particular appreciation Is felt for the 
excellent support of our employees—at all levels of 


the operation.

Notes to consolidated financial statements December 31, 1974 


1. Accounting policies: 


a) Basis of consolidation— 


The accompanying financial statements include the accounts of 
Federal Pioneer Limited and all of its subsidiary companies. 
Four foreign subsidiaries have fiscal years ending September 30 
and their accounts are included as of that date. 


b) Foreign currencies have been translated into Canadian 
dollars as follows : 


Current assets and liabilities — at the exchange rates prevailing 
on December 31, 1974. 


Fixed assets, long-term debt, shareholders’ equity and 
depreciation expense — at the appropriate historical rates. 


Revenue and expenses other than depreciation — at the average 
rate for the fiscal period. 


c) Fixed assets are stated at cost. Expenditures on major 
replacements, extensions and improvements are capitalized. 

Costs of maintenance, repairs and renewals or replacements other 
than those of a major nature are charged to expense as incurred. 
The Company and its subsidiaries generally provide for 
depreciation using the diminishing balance method and applying 
rates which will reduce the original cost to the estimated 

residual value over the useful lives of the assets. 


d) Research and development costs are expensed in the period 
in which the costs are incurred. 


e) Inventories are valued at the lower of cost and net realizable 
value, cost being determined generally by the first-in-first-out 
(FIFO) method. 


f) Goodwill is not being amortized as no impairment in value is 
considered to have taken place. 


2. Sale of subsidiary company: 


Effective from the commencement of the 1974 fiscal year, the 
Company disposed of its investment in its formerly wholly- 
owned subsidiary company in Australia. Adequate provision for 
the resulting loss was established in prior years. The 1973 figures 
of the Australian company have not been excluded from the 
comparative figures in the attached financial statement as the 
effect of doing so would not be significant.
